We do not have a physical description 
of JthAH, nor his present address, nor do we know anything about his 
current profession, overt or covert. Althougi we may well have queried 
about Subject in 1953, since it soems he was getting in ovexyone's hair 
at that tie, we have never had ary operational interest in him. To the 
contrary, we are ha ppy to steer clear of hijn. 

2. i'ou say that Urban is reported to be presently a British Intelligence 
Agent.' We do not put it past Urban to seek such a contact, but would be surp- 
rised if the &ltish wore not on to hi; by this time. However we have no 
evidence on this point.
